THE DENOCRATIC-CONTROLLED COMMITTEE REACHED ITS CONCLUSION DURING A- 
24%-HOUR CLOSED HERRING TODAY AFTER TESTIMONY FROM CIA DiRECTOR 
WiLtzan J. CASEY AND OTHER SENIOR AGENCY OFFICIALS. ONE COMMITTEE 
MEMBER SAID THE CONCLUSIONS REFLECTED A CONSENSUS OF THE PANEL? 
INCLUDING REPUBLICANS. 

THE HENBERs HHO SPOKE ON CONDITION HE NOT BE IDENTIFIEDs SAID CASEY 
ARGUED THAT THE MANUAL’S REFERENCE TO **NEUTRALIZING’’? NICARAGUAN 
OFFICIALS WAS A PROBLEM OF SEMANTICS AND NOT A CONSCIOUS EFFORT TO 
VIOLATE EITHER THE OVERTHRON BAN OR A PROHIBITION ON U.S. 
PRRTICIPATION IN ASSASSINATIONS. 

ON THE ASSASSINATION BUESTIONs THE COMMITTEE CONCLUDED THAT ‘ ‘THERE 
WAS NO INTENTIONAL VIOLATION’? OF THE 1584 PRESIDENTIAL EXECUTIVE 
ORDER THAT CONTAINS THE PROHIBITION. 

THE CONNITTEE’S CONCLUSIONS WERE CONTAINED IN A DRAFT PRESS RELEASES 
OBTAINED BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS: THAT HAD NOT BEEN FORMALLY CLEARED 
FOR PUBLIC DISTRIBUTION. 
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THE DRAFT RELEASE SAID THE ORIGINAL PURPOSE OF THE MANUAL HAS £ ‘TO 
PROVIDE TRAINING TO MODERATE (REBEL) BEHAVIOR IN THE FIELD. YeTs THE 
COMMITTEE BELIEVES THAT THE MANUAL WAS RRITTENS EDITEDs DISTRIBUTED 
AND USED WITHOUT ADEQUATE SUPERVISION.

THE INSPECTOR GENERAL’S REPORT RECOMMENDED DISCIPLINING SIX NID- AND 
JUNIOR-LEVEL AGENCY OFFCIALSs SEVERAL OF HHOM COMPLAINED THEY WERE 
BEING MADE ‘‘scaPpEcoATs’’ TO PROTECT SENIOR OFFICIALS. ONE OFFICIAL:
